Value of Panama Canal Exaggerated 


Paris.—The passing of the Panama 
‘Canal Bill into law has given rise to 
the discussion of the exaggeration of 
the importance of the canal itself to 
the wor}’s shipping. 

One the leading maritime auth- 
orities in France, M. Jone Moselli, 
says in this connection that the enor- 
mous advantages of the new canal are 
on consideration greatly diminished. 
They are, he says, not sifficient to 
bring to Panama the trade enjoyed

As to the nitrates and saltpeter of 
Chile—not very profitable freight—it 
is to be preseumed that the eats 
ships that carry it now will continue 
to use the Cape Horn route, pvt only 
to avoid the canal dues, but also be- 
cause calms are frequent and dura- 
ble in the gulf of Pangma. 

There remains the question of coal. 
Seventy-five per cent of existing car- 
go steamers carry between 5,500 and 
8,000 tons. Their speed is smal! and 
their coal consumption calculated for 
medium distances. But between 
Panama and Asia or Australia there is 
the whole Pacific ocean to be crossed, 
fifteen to twenty days’ navigation, 
Only very rich, freights would permit 
such an expense. 

From all this, concludes M. Moselli, 
it appears that the prime importance 
of the canal is strategical, in that it 
permits the United States fleet to op- 
erate indifferently on ‘either shore of 
the continent. :

Text cf the Lesson, Comprehensive 
Quarteriy Review—Golden  Taxt, 
John vi, 63 —Commentary Prenar- 
ed by Rev. D. M,.

Lesson 1,—Malignant unbsief, 
Mark ili, 20-35. Golden Text, John 
iii, 19, “This is the condemnation, 


that light is come into the world, aad 
men loved darkness rather than light 
because their deeds were evil.” \t 
seems to me that the talk agatnst 
Christ in onr day on the part of many 
religious people is as bad as was that 
of the scribes in thjs lesson... May 
the word and the will of God’ be so 
dear to us that we shall be to Him 


all that He desires. 
Lesson 11.—The seed in the four 
kinds of soil, Mark iv, 1-20. Golden 


Text, Jas. 1, 21, “Receive with meek- 
nees the engrafted word, which is 
able to sAve your souls.” To know 
God is life. He reveais Himself by 
His word, and Jesus Christ is the 
Living Word, between whom and the 
written word there is the most per- 
fect agreement, Receiving Him we 
become children of God, the children 
of the kingdom, for which we wait. 


Lesson HIl.—The growth of the 
kingdom, Mark iv, 26-32; Matt. xiii, 
33. Golden Text, Matt. vi, 10, “Thy 
will be done on earth as it is in heav- 
en,”’ - The title of this lesson is un- 


| fortunate as the kingdom has not yet 


begun and therefore cannot be grow- 
ing. In all His parables about the 
kingdom we must remember His say- 
ing, “The mystery of the kingdom of 
God.” (Mark iv, Il.) “The Church, 
which is His body, is the mystery 
which is now growing. 3 


Lesson I1V.—The wheat and the 
tares, Matt. xiii, 24-30, 36-43. Golden 
Text, Matt. xiii, 30. “Gather ye to- 
gether first the tares and bind them 
in bundles t6 burn them but gather the 
wheat into my barn.” Since the har- 
vest is the end of this age and the 
devil keeps at work till then, it should 
be clear to all who believe that the 
kingdom cannot come in this age. 
First the chureh is taken, then the 
age runs on till He shall come to 
close it, 

Lesson V.—The worth of the king: 
dom, Matt. xiii, 44-53. Golden text,” 
Matt. v®, «3. “Seek ye first the king- 
dom of God and His _ righteousness 
and all these things shall be added 
unto you.” The parables of the 
treasure and, the pearl set forth the 
preciousness of Israel and the church 
to Him who gave up all for their 
sakes. for they will be the heavenly 
and earthly centers of His kingdom. 

Lesson VI.—A troubled sea and a 
troubled soul, Mark iv, 35 to v. 20, 
Ps. xlvi, 1, 2 (R.V.) 
“God is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble,” See 
a weary man untronbled, peacefully 
sleeping in the midst of great trou- 
bles. See Him mightier than the 
storm or than a legion of dernons, for 
He is as truly God as man, and all 
things shall yet be subject to Him. 

Lesson VII.The Ruler’s daughter, 
Mark y, 21-48. Golden Text, Mark v, 
41. “And He took the damsel by the 
hand and said unto her, Talithacum|, 
which is, being interpretated, Dam- 
sel, I say unto thee arise.” Twelve 
years of life developing, suddenly end- 
ed, but restored; twelve years of life 
wasting away suddenly made whole 
for in Him is life, He is the life and 
the resurrection. 

Lesson VIII,-—The visit to Nazareth 
Luke iv, 16-30, Golden Text, John |, 
Il (R.V.), “He came unto His own 
and they that were His own received 
Him not.” Both this and the lat- 
er visit to Nazareth (Mark vi, 1-6), re- 
gulted in their refusing Him, because

| they thought they knew Him too well 


to receive Him as the Messiah, Some 
one has said that they might have 


known Him better if they had not 
known Him go well. ; 
Lesson.—The death of John the 


Baptist, Mark vi, 14-29. Golden text, 
Rey. ‘ii, 10 (R.V.), “Be thou faithful 
unto death and I wilk give thee the 
crown of Jife.” Toa my mind the 
story of John is, from the human side 
in many respects one of the saddest 
in the Bible, A great man, in the 
sight of the Lord, foretold centuries 
before he was born, honored to .hear 
the voice of God and baptize Jesus, 
yet killed to please Herodias. 


Lesson X.—The missien of the 
twelve, Matt. ix, 35; x, 15. Golden 
Text, Matt. x, 40. “He that receiy- 


eth me receiveth Hir: that sent me.” 
Another perplexing lesson to those 
who see only the earth side, Sent 
forth with blessing only for Israel, to 
be bestowed freely, promised hatred 
and persecufion and probably death. 
Yet we know that “As for God, His 
way is perfect,” (Ps. xvili, 30.) 
Lesson X1,~-Judgment and mercy, 
Matt. xi, 20-30. Golden Text, Matt, 
xi, 28. “Come unto Me all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.”
